Grewe typically receives essays. It’s 
her responsibility through the essays and 
“white the applicant names. She assigns 
each essay number, copies them and sends 
them out packet each three judges. 

Judges, who are often school teachers 
that volunteer their time, read the essays 
and rank the top five narrow the field. 
Judges base decisions who they feel 
sincere, has plan care for the animal 
and will work hard. 

“It more your instincts’ 
type Grewe explains. “Picking 
winner never easy. have students from 
the ages 17, which means writing 
abilities are quite varied. Every student re- 
ally wants the calf they apply.” 

After the field narrowed, judges re- 
view and re-judge the top ones agree 
upon winner. The winner then called 
and invited the state convention. the 
banquet, Grewe talks about the contest and 


introduces the winner, who then reads their 
winning essay. 

WGBA has fund specifically designat- 
for the essay calf contest. Both the adult 
and junior Guernsey breeders associations 
donate this fund, well individuals. 
Items, such table decorations, are also 
auctioned off the state convention help 
build this fund. 

“We try buy the best calf can af- 
ford,” says Grewe. “We usually purchase 
fall winter calf off the video calf sale 
that the youth can show for two years. 
Some farms have sold calf reduced 
price help support the contest.” 


Successful start 

The contest reached its goal right out the 
gates. Inaugural winner Rachel Schroeder 
Deerbrook, Wis., now owns herd with 
her husband Don. They intensively graze 
cows which six are Guernseys and the 
remainder Jerseys. 

The herd averages pounds milk per 
day with 5.1 percent fat and 3.98 percent 
protein. “This poor feed,” Schroeder 
notes. had poor corn due dry, 
cold weather the past two years and very 
little third-crop hay. We’re just purchasing 
mineral and protein mix for the cows right 
now until summer pasture gets going. Then 
watch out!” 

Schroeder’s Guernsey experience paral- 
lels Daentl’s. After winning her essay calf, 
she continued purchase Guernseys. Many 
her purchases were through the Upper 
Midwest Spring Sale and the International 
Guernsey Classic, well some private 
purchases. 

“Guernsey breeders were helpful,” 
says Schroeder. “Many purchases were

others. let them know what wanted and price range. studied 
the catalogs and they helped from there.” 

Schroeder adds that winning the contest was real education. 
found the Guernseys very docile and easy going,” she 
says. “They are easy break lead. won champion show- 
man the county fair for seven years row. Six those wins 
were leading Guernsey cow. 

“It also taught recognize the strengths and weaknesses 
different animals and really study the pedigrees hard. 
constantly looking ways improve the feet and legs and ud- 
ders Guernseys. feel these are the two areas that need the 
most improvement herd.” 

The contest breed promotion goal has gone full circle Schro- 
eder now works with her neighbor and his niece help register 
their Guernseys. “My neighbor has five Guernseys herd 
Holsteins,” she says. helping him get them genetic recov- 
ered and working with his niece with her 4-H project calf.” 


Promising future 

Schroeder’s future plans include expanding the herd cows 
and putting flat barn parlor. Cows would housed bed- 
ded pack barn winter months. 

“We are low-input herd,” says Schroder. “We not push 
our cows and feel worth little less milk get more lon- 
gevity, increased fertility and lower somatic cell counts.”
